The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this 
application after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but 
before the filing of a Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or 
the commencement of a civil action. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution 
in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 07/30/2008 has been entered. 

Claims 26, 27 and 58 are allowed based on BPAI decision-Examiner Affirmed in 
part on 06/27/2007 in that BPAI do not sustain the rejection of claims 26, 27 and 58 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Matzner (4,968,758 or 5,084,530). 

Since claim 26 is allowed, then dependent claims 28-31 are rejoined and are 
allowed also. 
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Claims 3, 5-7, 24, 25, and 57 were allowed in the Notice of Panel Decision from 
Pre-Appeal Conference of 1 1/29/2005. 

Claim 4 was allowed during the Interview of 12/15/2005. 
Therefore, claims 3-7, 24-31 and 57-58 are allowed. 
Claims 1-2, 8-23 and 32-56 are cancelled.
